Sen. Henry M. Jackson, D-Wash., 
said his ad ministration sou rces had 
confirmed the reports which had not 
y et been officially confirmed by the 


White Hou se, and Chairman Melv in 
Price, D-Ill., said he had been told to 
“ex pect an annou ncement.” 


JOSEPH LAITIN, assistant secre­ 
tary of d efense for pu blic affairs and 
the chief Pentagon spokesman had no 
comment on the reports, bu t the Pen­ 
tagon aid e said he u nd erstood Laitin 
had been besieged by callers since 
late Satu rd ay night. 


“No, nonsense,” was Laitin’s first 
reaction, accord ing to the aid e, bu t as 
he began checking arou nd he fou nd 
the reports were tru e. 


Laitin, reached Su nd ay night at 
Schlesinger’s home, said he was not 
the sou rce of the Pentagon con­ 
firmation. 


Some sou rces also hav e reported 
that Secretary of State Henry A. Kis­ 
singer will relinq u ish his White Hou se 
job as National Secu rity Affairs ad ­ 
v iser, and that William Colby has 
been fired as d irector of the CIA, bu t 
these reports hav e not been con­ 
firmed . 


NONE OF THE reports hav e been 
confirmed by Presid ent Ford or the 


White Hou se officials trav elling with 
him in Jacksonv ille. 
When Ford was asked abou t the 
major shakeu p, he grinned and told 
reporters: “I lov e y ou all.” 
An internal policy d ispu te between 
Schlesinger and Kissinger has sim­ 
mered for months. Schlesinger has 
taken a far hard er line toward the So­ 
v iet Union than has Kissinger, promo­ 
ter of d etente. 
Schlesinger has freq u ently warned 
that stead y Sov iet military spend ing 
wou ld lead to U.S. military inferiority 
in the near fu tu re. 


Kissinger has held that the Unitwl 
States and the Sov iet Union mu st get 
their military establishments to ac­ 
cept a measu re of restraint in d ev el­ 
oping new weapons, lest the prolifera­ 
tion of weapons gets ou t of control re­ 
su lting in a d estabilized military bal­ 
ance and sev ere financial strain on 
both su per powers. 


Kissinger, on his part, has been 
criticized — particu larly in Congress 
— for hold ing both posts of secretary 
of state and chief of the National Se­ 
cu rity Cou ncil staff.

JOSEPH LAITIN, assistant secre­ 
tary of defense for public affairs and 
the chief Pentagon spokesman had no 
comment on the reports, but the Pen­ 
tagon aide said he understood Laitin 
had been besieged by callers since 
late Saturday night. 


“No, nonsense,” was Laitin’s first 
reaction, according to the aide, but as 
he began checking around he found 
the reports were true.

W A S H I N G T O N (UPI) - Last 
spring’s income tax cuts may trans­ 
late into higher tax bills next April 15 
for an estimated 20 million Ameri­ 
cans, 
especially working 
married 
couples. 
Most employes will be overwithheld 
and will get even larger refunds next 
spring than usual. But the 20 million 
workers who are underwithheld each 
year will find they owe the govern­ 
ment as much as $120 more than usu­ 
al, government tax experts say. 
And some middle-income workers 
who itemize deductions on their 1975 
tax returns may discover they have 
been underwithheld for the first time 
in more than five years. 
OFFICIALS OF the Treasury Dept, 
and the Internal Revenue Service said 
the size of refunds and tax liabilities 
changed because many workers did 
not use their W-4 forms properly in 
listing exemptions for payroll with­ 
holding after Congress approved the 
tax reductions this year. 
For a working husband and wife, 
the low-income exemptions withheld 
throughout the year would total $180. 
The problem will arise when income 
tax returns are filed in April. For a 
genuine low-income worker actually 
entitled to the low-income exemption, 
or a married worker with a non-work­ 
ing partner and at least three chil- 
d r e n , there will be no under­ 
withholding problem. 
But when a working wife and hus­ 
band file their returns, they can claim 
\only one standard deduction or one 
low-income exemption. Since they 
were underwithheld by a total of $180 
but legally can claim only $90, they 
would owe the government $90. Be­ 
cause two salaries usually put the 
workers well above the poverty level, 
additional liabilities of up to $30 would 
be added. 
“THIS underwithholding may be sub­ 
stantial if the spouses are in middle- 
income brackets and their earnings 
are substantially the same,” IRS 
Commissioner Donald Alexander said. 
Another problem will arise for 
workers who claim additional with­ 
holding allowances because of large 
deductible expenses such as mortgage 
interest, Alexander said. 
‘"The withholding tables are ex­ 
tremely accurate,” said Allen Ler- 
man, a Treasury tax analyst. “If the 
worker takes the right number of ex­ 
emptions, the refund or tax due 
should be minimal.” 
Lerman and IRS officials are aware 
that most workers do not use the W-4 
the way the government intended. 
About 60 miUion taxpayers prefer to 


be overwithheld so they will get a hef­ 
ty refund check in the spring. The av­ 
erage refund last year was more than 
$350, not including rebates. 
TWENTY 
MILLION 
other 
tax­ 
payers, particularly newlyweds who 
both work, usually are underwithheld, 
either because they want the extra 
money to spend through the year or 
because they do not realize their com­ 
bined incomes put them in a higher 
tax bracket. 
This pattern was intensified by the 
1975 tax cut law because 12 months of 
benefits were packed into nine months 
and the low-income exemption was in­ 
creased. 
Under the new law, every enaploye 
gets either the standard deduction or 


a low-income exemption which re­ 
duces taxes by $90 for withholding 
purposes. 
“Under current withholding rules, 
some of these employes may no long­ 
er be entitled to as many ^ thholding 
allowances for large itemized deduc­ 
tions as they are now claiming and 
may be underwithheld,” he said. 
BUT THE VERY factors that will 
i n c r e a s e liabilities for working 
couples and employes taking ex­ 
emptions for large itemized deduc­ 
tions will favor workers who are tra­ 
ditionally overwithheld.

It is a sad thing to reflect upo n 
the co nv ictio n o f Flo y d Fulle, a 
man who o nce enjo y ed public re­ 
spect fo r his leadership in Co o k 
Co unty go v ernment and Re­ 
publican Party o rganizatio ns. 
A federal jury unanimo usly , 
and almo st witho ut hesitatio n, 
fo und him guilty o f all charges 
after the co nclusio n o f his trial 
Friday . 
The charges are dev astating 
in their mo ral implicatio ns: ex ­ 
to rtio n, perjury and inco me tax 
ev asio n. 
What an end fo r a public ca­ 
reer that many regarded as po ­ 
tentially v aluable to the public 
trust. 
But ho pe and sadness aside, 
the co nv ictio n requires pro mpt 
actio n by Fulle to end the em­ 
barrassment his co lleagues in 
party and public life must feel. 
He sho uld step do wn, witho ut de­ 
lay , fro m his go v ernmental and 
party po sitio ns. 
In additio n to his jo b as co unty 
co mmissio ner, Fulle, a resident 
o f Des Plaines, serv es as Co unty 
Republican Central Co mmittee 
chairman, fro m which he to o k a 
leav e o f absence befo re th« trial. 
Any delay in resigning bo th po si­ 
tio ns will be a slap to the face o f 
th e 
p u b l i c 
he 
was 
to 
serv e. Befo re the trial, Fulle 
steadfastly maintained that the 
federal charges o f ex to rtio n, 
perjury and inco me tax ev asio n 
were no thing mo re than a “ po lit­ 
ical” plo t spawned by his GOP 
fo es. 


Friday ’s co urtro o m decisio n, 
in which a jury o f sev en wo men 
and fiv e men fo und him guilty 
o n all co unts, may be appealed. 
But in o ur v iew, and the pub­ 
lic’s, it is pro o f o f wro ngdo ing 
and o f the simple fact that Flo y d 
Fulle no lo nger belo ngs in a po st 
o f public serv ice. 


Fulle’s departure fro m the 
Co unty Bo ard may be speeded 
by o ther co unty o fficials, who 
to ld Herald repo rters Friday 
that the co mmissio ner’s co n­ 
v ictio n auto matically remo v es 
him fro m the bo ard. 


Co unty o fficials sho uld fo llo w 
up their statements with pro mpt 
actio n 
this 
week. 
Likewise, 
Fulle’s po litical asso ciates hav e 
the chance this weekend, in a 
meeting called earlier to plan 
fo r the 1976 electio n, to remo v e 
him fro m his party po sitio n and 
to name a successo r who will 
breathe life into the o rganiza­ 
tio n. 
Fo r the sake o f the Republican 
Party and a healthy two -party 
sy stem in Co o k Co unty , such ac­ 
tio n must be pro mpt and deci­ 
siv e. 
Finally , the pro blem is no t 
simply o ne o f co lleagues’ co n­ 
v enience no r the image o f' o ne 
party . It is that Fulle, like Ed­ 
ward Barrett, Otto Kerner and 
o thers befo re him, stands co n­ 
v icted o f v io lating public trust. 
And the public trust can o nly be 
serv ed no w by the substitutio n o f 
respected new leadership.

We back funds split 


Buffalo Gro v e o fficials to o k 
the o nly appro priate actio n last 
week when they v o ted to split 
v illage funds between two Buf­ 
falo Gro v e banks. 
The two banks wanted to lend 
the v illage $330,000 to pay fo r a 
new public serv ice center at 
Raupp Bo ulev ard and Lake- 
Co o k Ro ad. Bo th the Bank o f 
Buffalo Gro v e and the Buffalo 
Gro v e Natio nal Bank rev ised 
their interest rates after learn­ 
ing the v illage was ready to ac­ 
cept the lo an o f the o ther. 
In an effo rt to be fair to bo th 
banks and prev ent future lo an 


nego tiatio ns 
fro m 
“ bo uncing 
back and fo rth,” the v illage de­ 
cided to div ide its acco unts be­ 
tween the two institutio ns. 


No w bo th banks also are will­ 
ing to bid o n Buffalo Gro v e’s 
certificates 
o f 
depo sit, 
per­ 
mitting the v illage to get the 
highest return po ssible. 


We believ e that o nly by ho ld­ 
ing the do o r o pen to bo th banks 
can the v illage ex pect to re­ 
ceiv e the lo west po ssible rates 
o n lo ans, the best serv ice o n ac­ 
co unts and the highest y ield o n 
its inv ested funds. 


I must ex press my co ncern and o ut­ 
right disappo intment in the lack o f 
depth in y o ur edito rials co ncerning 
the o v erride o f Go v erno r Walker’s 
v eto o f appro priatio n bills to educa­ 
tio n. I do no t co mpletely fault y o ur 
suppo rt fo r sustaining the Go v erno r’s 
v eto es, but I do take ex ceptio n to the 
fact that y o u are co ntinually co ntent 
to let it stand at such a shallo w lev el 
o f determinatio n. 


I jo in y o u in ex pressing the o pinio n 
that May o r Daley ’s interference in the 
co llectiv e bargaining pro cess o f the 
Chicago scho o l sy stem is a disserv ice 
to all inv o lv ed and needs to be co n­ 
tested. Yet, I feel y o ur sev ere case o f 
the suburban “ get Daley sy ndro me” 
seems to blind y o u to so me o f the ma­ 
jo r issues that arise fro m the v eto o f 
these appro priatio ns to educatio n. 


In an attempt to be brief, let me list 
so me o f the co ncerns I hav e and at­ 
tempt to so licit y o ur interest in them. 


• In the po litical po wer struggle be­ 
tween the Daley fo rces, Walker fo rces 
and the Republican fo rces it is v ery 
naiv e to accept at full face v alue any 
statements abo ut the real financial 
situatio n in this state. Yo u kno w as 
well as I do that many mo re special 
earmarked funds ex ist in this state 
than in mo st states. When we discuss 
setting prio rities in the state, we 
sho uld co nsider all o f these. I am no t 
sure just ho w “ bro ke” this state real­ 
ly is and I’m no t sure that any o ne 
really kno ws. 


• Yo ur respo nse, and that o f many 
legislato rs, to the v eto es and the o v er­ 
ride co nsideratio ns has been a glib “ if 
there is no mo ney in the General 
Fund then it is OK to fo rget state o bli­ 
gatio ns.” I identify this as irrespo nsi­ 
bility in go v ernment and no t fiscal re­ 
spo nsibility as so many pio usly plead 
as ex cuse fo r inactio n. Go v erno r 
Walker sho uld be serio usly questio ned 
fo r his inaccurate budget pro jectio ns 
and irrespo nsible spending in many

areas o f state go v ernment while he 
hy po critcally fo rces o ther areas o f 
go v ernment into near chao s. And I 
am ex tremely frightened by the spec­ 
ter o f a state legislature that might 
v ery well accept as a no rm that it is 
no t impo rtant fo r them to meet their 
o bligatio ns if it is inco nv enient o r no t 
po litically ex pedient to do so . Mo st o f 
the legislato rs I kno w perso nally 
wo uld no t subscribe to such a no rm 
and I think that y o u sho uld no t want 
to enco urage them to do so . If we can­ 
no t hav e faith in o ur state go v ern­ 
ment meeting its o bligatio ns, then 
ho w can o rderly go v ernment at the 
lo cal lev el pro ceed? 
• In y o ur edito rials, y o u seem to 
equate fiscal respo nsibility with say ­ 
ing, “ We are o ut o f mo ney so we 
wo n’t meet o ur o bligatio ns.” I pro po se 
that this is fiscal irrespo nsibility . Re­ 
spo nsible go v ernment balances ser­ 
v ices with the needs and wishes o f the 
citizenry . To finance this we hav e a 
lo ng American traditio n o f tax atio n. 
Go v erno r Walker and many o ther po l­ 
iticians wo uld like to flim-flam peo ple 
into believ ing that the o ne great go al 
in go v ernment is to cut tax es. The 
po o r lo cal 
tax pay ers 
hav e 
been 
caught in this hy po crisy fo r y ears. Il­ 
lino is has histo rically failed to meet 
its o bligatio n at the state lev el fo r 
educatio n in co mpariso n to a majo r­ 
ity o f o ther states. J ust as it began to 
mo v e belatedly in this directio n many 
seem to be co ntent to renege o n the 
fo ur-y ear o bligatio n that was made. 


The lo cal tax pay ers in Scho o l Dist. 21 
hav e fo r y ears carried a repressiv e 
lo cal tax burden fo r the educatio n o f 
their children and they are no t go ing 
to be fo o led by the do uble-talk and 
pio us" lamentatio ns fro m the Go v er­ 
no r’s Office and the Legislature. Go v ­ 
ernmental serv ices hav e to be funded 
and if the state do esn’t meet its o bli­ 
gatio ns then the lo cal tax pay er must 
and has brav ely carried this ex tra 
burden fo r to o lo ng. 
• I anticipate the Go v erno r’s and 
y o ur respo nse to this. Scho o l districts, 
it will be said, must be mo re frugal 
and fiscally respo nsible.” I accept 
this and will restate my lo ng-standing 
o ffer that I will be glad to hav e the 
fiscal respo nsibility o f this scho o l dis­ 
trict co mpared in depth with any o f 
the co de departments and special in­ 
terest o peratio ns o f state go v ernment. 
This scho o l district fo r y ears has 
sto o d tall in the clo se public scrutiny 
o f o ur lo cal tax pay ers who hav e sup­ 
po rted referendum after referendum. 
I wo uld defy many departments o f 
state go v ernment to co me under such 
scrutiny o f their “ fiscal respo nsi­ 
bility .” If mo st state o peratio ns were 
as fiscally respo nsible as the scho o l 
districts o f this state, there wo uld be 
no mo ney sho rtage in Springfield at 
the present time. 


The who le emphasis o f this little ti­ 
rade o f mine is to so licit y o ur edito ­ 
rial suppo rt in v iewing intelligently 
the ramificatio n o f the future no mat­ 
ter whether o r no t this v eto is o v er­ 
riden. This to tal preo ccupatio n with 
the po lical po wer struggle no w taking 
place is analo go us to co ncentrating o n 
superficial flesh wo und while the bo dy 
is really replete with disease. This 
o v erride questio n is no t pro mpted by 
co ncern fo r the “ scho o l children o f Il­ 
lino is.” It is a po litical po wer struggle 
pure and simple. The future o f the 
scho o l children o f Illino is lies in the 
hands o f tho se who plan intelligently 
fo r the future and will accept the 
no rm that the respo nsibility o f the 
state fo r its o bligatio ns must be met 
and fiscal respo nsibility will be ac­ 
cepted by all segments o f go v ern­ 
ment. With this emphasis in y o ur edi­ 
to rials I can readily return to the co n­ 
fidence I hav e alway s had in y o ur edi­ 
to rial judgment.

Threats 
of vio lence face Congress^ cha 
Legislatio n attacks debt co llectio n abuses

WASHINGTON — As Millio ns o f 
o ther Americans hav e at o ne time o r 
ano ther, Dara Sue Go do wsky o f Vir­ 
ginia Beach, Va., fell behind in her 
debt pay ments last spring. It wasn’t 
her fault, technically , her husband 
hav ing suddenly died and her inco me 
thus interrupted by who lly under­ 
standable circumstances. Still, credit­ 
o rs assigned a debt co llecto r to set the 
wo man right. 
Tho ugh Mrs. Go do wsky is crippled 
by po lio , and her emo tio nal co nditio n 
aggrav ated by the death o f her hus­ 
band, the co llecto r ho unded her with­ 
o ut mercy , harassing her with pho ne 
rails and abusiv e v isits at early mo rn­ 
ing ho urs. 
Finally , the co llecto r, acting under 
no autho rity but his o wn, co nfiscated 
Mrs. Go do wsky ’s auto mo bile, a v e­ 
hicle specially fitted fo r her handicap, 
and at the tme o f repo ssessio n, had 


her crutches in the back seat. Igno r­ 
ing pleas, the co llecto r refused ev en 
to return the crutches. 


As it happened, a lawy er interv ened 
to pro tect Mrs. Go do wsky fro m fur­ 
ther o utrages, but acco rding to an in­ 
v estigatio n by Rep. Frank Annunzio , 
D-Ill., tho usands o f o ther peo ple fro m 
co ast to co ast remain almo st defense­ 
less fro m similar abuses. The meth­ 
o do lo gy o f so me o f America’s debt 
co llectio n agencies, he say s, is “ ho r­ 
rendo us.” Co llecto rs hav e po sed as 
FBI agents, hav e used false and 
threatening do cuments and hav e ev en 
go ne so far as to blacken the image o f 
the debto r with calls to emplo y ers and 
neighbo rs. 
Annunzio makes it dear that he 
feels debt co llecting is necessary , and 
in fact usually do ne fo r the co mmo n 
go o d. Unpaid debts affect all co n­ 
sumers, the defaults o f a few in­ 
v ariably being made up by escalating 


prices fo r ev ery o ne. No r do es he co n­ 
demn ex cessiv e co llectio n tactics with 
a bro ad brush, say ing rather that the 
immo rality is the fault o f a mino rity 
o f co llecto rs.Yet the pro blem is gen­ 
uine eno ugh, he say s, to appro ach ter­ 
ro r fo r so me sad v ictims. 


One family has to ld Annunzio that a 
“ sto rm tro o per” co llecto r threatened 
seizure o f their ho me. A twice-mar­ 
ried Vietnam v eteran has co mplained 
o f being cruelly , albeit falsely , dunned 
fo r debts co mpiled by his ex -wife. In 
ano ther case, a wo man say s her hus­ 
band was so brutalized by a co llecto r 
it aggrav ated his heart co nditio n, ho s­ 
pitalized him, ev entually clo sed his 
business and rendered the co uple 
“ helpless no w to do any thing abo ut 
any o f o ur bills.” 
Apparently ev en v io lence has been 
threatened by so me co llecto rs. A 
spo kesman fo r Annunzio ’s Co nsumer 
Affairs Subco mmittee say s: “ We’v e 


had numero us co mplaints where 
peo ple hav e been warned o f phy sical 
harm if they didn’t pay up. In o ne 
case the co llecto r to ld the debto r that 
he might turn up o ne mo rning flo ating 
face do wn in a riv er.” 
Mo st o f the co llecting abuses, An­ 
nunzio kno ws, are already co ntrary to 
lo ng ex isting laws, it being a decided 
crime, fo r ex ample, to threaten to 
sho v e so mebo dy into a riv er. Yet as a 
means o f fo cusing law enfo rcement 
attentio n, Annunzio has intro duced 
legislatio n that clearly spells o ut ex ­ 
cessiv e co llectio n techniques. 
Amo ng o ther things, the bill denies 
co llecto rs the right to imperso nate po ­ 
lice, use pho ney do cuments, o r so licit 
with o bscene language. Fo r muscle, 
Annunzio wants fines up to $100,000 
fo r v io lato rs o f his pro po sed law. 
Much as pro tectio n is needed fo r un- 
f o r t u n a t e debto rs, ho wev er, An­ 
nunzio ’s pro po sals merit o nly two 
cheers. Ev en his to ugh bill falls far 


sho rt o f abso lute refo rm in debt co l­ 
lectio n pro cedures, the reaso n being 
that the bill do es no t affect 99 per 
cent o f debt co llecto rs: tho se in the 
credit-lending co mmunity . Annunzio 
wo uld regulate the priv ate co llecto r, 
in ther wo rds, but leav e the furniture 
sto re, the bank, the auto agency and 
the plumber to any dev ice. Since 
there are o nly 5,000 priv ate co llecting 
agencies and almo st o ne millio n cred­ 
it lenders who also co llect, the o v er­ 
sight is substantial. 
In fact, it may be that ty e credit- 
lending co llecto rs are mo re guilty o f 
abuse than the priv ate agencies. In 
the crippled Mrs. Go do wsky ’s case, 
fo r instance, her tro ubles began when 
a Virginia bank hired the unscru­ 
pulo us co llecto r. Hie bank therefo re 
was at least culpable. When o ne lies 
do wn with do gs, he gets up withfleas. 
Legislativ e insecticide sho uld thus be 
aimed at all the guilty pests.

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The way we see it 
Fulle should 
resign now 


It is a sad thing to reflect upon 
the conviction of Floyd Fulle, a 
man who once enjoyed public re­ 
spect for his leadership in Cook 
County 
government 
and 
Re­ 
publican Party organizations. 
A federal jury unanimously, 
and almost without hesitation, 
found him guilty of all charges 
after the conclusion of his trial 
Friday. 
The charges are devastating 
in their moral implications: ex­ 
tortion, perjury and income tax 
evasion. 
What an end for a public ca­ 
reer that many regarded as po­ 
tentially valuable to the public 
trust. 
But hope and sadness aside, 
the conviction requires prompt 
action by Fulle to end the em­ 
barrassment his colleagues in 
party and public life must feel. 
He should step down, without de­ 
lay, from his governmental and 
party positions. 
In addition to his job as county 
commissioner, Fulle, a resident 
of Des Plaines, serves as County 
Republican Central Committee 
chairman, from which he took a 
leave of absence before the trial. 
Any delay in resigning both posi­

serve. Before the trial, Fulle 
steadfastly maintained that the 
federal charges 
of extortion, 
perjury and income tax evasion 
were nothing more than a “polit­ 
ical” plot spawned by his COP 
foes. 


Friday’s courtroom decision, 
in which a jury of seven women 
and five men found him guilty 
on all counts, may be appealed. 
But in our view, and the pub­ 
lic’s, it is proof of wrongdoing 
and of the simple fact that Floyd 
Fulle no longer belongs in a post 
of public service. 


Fulle’s departure from the 
County Board may be speeded 
by other county officials, who 
told Herald 
reporters Friday 
that the commissioner’s con­ 
viction automatically removes 
him from the board. 


County officials should follow 
up their statements with prompt 
action 
this 
week. 
Likewise, 
Fulle’s political associates have 
the chance this weekend, in a 
meeting called earlier to plan 
for the 1976 election, to remove 
him from his party position and 
to name a successor who will 
breathe life into the organiza­ 
tion. 
For the sake of the Republican 
Party and a healthy two-party 
system in Cook County, such ac­ 
tion must be prompt and deci­ 
sive. 
Finally, the problem is not 
simply one of colleagues’ con­ 
venience nor the image of one 
party. It is that Fulle, like Ed­ 
ward Barrett, Otto Kerner and 
others before him, stands con­ 
victed of violating public trust. 
And the public trust can only be 
served now by the substitution of 
respected new leadership.

Threats oi violence face Congress’ challenge 
Legislation attacks debt collection abuses

Collectors have posed as 
FBI agents, have used false and 
threatening documents and have even 
gone so far as to blacken the image of 
the debtor with calls to employers and 
neighbors. 


Annunzio makes it clear that he 
feels debt collecting is necessary, and 
in fact usually done for the common 
good.

Among other things, the bill denies 
collectors the right to impersonate po­ 
lice, use phoney documents, or solicit 
with obscene language. For muscle, 
Annunzio wants fines up to $100,000 
for violators of his proposed law. 
Much as protection is needed for un- 
f o r t u n a t e debtors, however, An­ 
nunzio’s proposals merit only two 
cheers. Even his tough bill falls far 


short of absolute reform in debt col­ 
lection procedures, the reason being 
that the bill does not affect 99 per 
cent of debt collectors: those in the 
credit-lending community. Annunzio 
would regulate the private collector, 
in ther words, but leave the furniture 
store, the bank, the auto agency and 
the plumber to any device. Since 
there are only 5,000 private collecting 
agencies and almost one million cred­ 
it lenders who also collect, the over­ 
sight is substantial. 
In fact, it may be that tye credit- 
lending collectors are more guilty of 
abuse than the private agencies. In 
the crippled Mrs. Godowsky’s case, 
for instance, her troubles began when 
a Virginia bank hired the unscru­ 
pulous collector. The bank therefore 
was at least culpable. When one lies 
down with dogs, he gets up with fleas. 
Legislative insecticide should thus be 
aimed at all the guilty pests.

mother to daughter, teacher to stu­ 
dent. A quiet influence prevailed with 
themes centered around what the pio­ 
neer experienced in day-to-day life.

The cold-water washes are fine if 
y ou add disinfectants. To kill the com­ 
mon staph germs takes three to fiv e 
minu tes at a water temperatu re of 212 
degrees — 20 minu tes at 140 degrees. 
That’s getting awfu lly precise in a 
hou u sehold chore so it’s a good idea to 
alway s u se disinfectants whether y ou 
go the cold-or hot-water rou te. Clilo- 
line bleach is recommended for fab-

Chicago 
Mayor Richard J. Daley personally 
appeared before the Legislature to 
urge the fund override. 


M RS. CHAPMAN was one of just 
three legislators singled out by Daley 


faithfuls at a county Democratic Par­ 
ty Central Committee meeting. 
The mayor specifically named Mrs. 
Chapman, State Rep. Giddy Dyer, 
R-Hinsdale, and House Speaker W il­ 
liam Redmond, D-Bensenville, ^ leg­ 
islators whose votes “ disappointed 
him. 
Some observers believe the mayor s 
reference to Mrs, Chapman and Mrs. 
Dyer is particularly ominous because 
the two are the chief sponsors of the 
Equal Rights Amendment to the U.S. 
Constitution which will need the may­ 
or’s support if it is to be ratified by 
the legislature. 


Mrs. Chapman declined to discuss 
specifically what pressure has been 
brought against her to change her 
vote except to say, “ Many of the 
people I ’ve heard from have not been 
constituents.”

• Restoring funds to the teacher re­ 
tirement system. Walker ci^ $11.2 
million from the appropriation for the 
Downstate Teacher Retirement Sys­ 
tem, meaning that for the first time in 
the history of the fund, more money 
w ill be paid out in pensions than will 
be put into the system. 


Observers generally believe that the 
categorical grant cuts have the best 
chance of being restored by the legis­ 
lature, while the teacher retirement 
cuts stand the smallest chance.

School aid question before assembly 
Pressure mounts on legislators

A News Analysis 
Heavy pressure is 
expected 
to 
mount, when the Illinois General As­ 
sembly reconvenes today, on suburban 
legislators who voted not to override 
Gov. Daniel Walker’s $81 million cut 
in general school aid funds. 


A prime target of the pressure is ex­ 
pected to be State Rep. Eugenia 
Chapman, 
D-Arlington 
Heights, 
a 
l o n g t i m e supporter of education 
spending who surprised many of her 
colleagues by voting against the over­ 
ride on a test vote. 
The override vote was 86 to 86 with 
five members absent. 
Eighty-nine 
votes are needed to restore the $81 
million to the state budget. Chicago 
Mayor Richard J. Daley personally 
appeared before the Legislature to 
urge the fund override. 


MRS. CHAPMAN was one of just 
three legislators singled out by Daley 
last week when he spoke to party 


faithfuls at a county Democratic Par­ 
ty Central Committee meeting. 
The mayor specifically named Mrs. 
Chapman, State Rep. Giddy Dyer, 
R-Hinsdale, and House Speaker Wil­ 
liam Redmond, D-Bensenville, as leg­ 
islators whose votes “ disappointed'’ 
him. 
Some observers believe the mayor’s 
reference to Mrs. Chapman and Mrs. 
Dyer is particularly ominous because 
the two are the chief sponsors of the 
Equal Rights Amendment to the U.S. 
Constitution which will need the may­ 
or’s support if it is to be ratified by 
the legislature. 


Mrs. Chapman declined to discuss 
specifically what pressure has been 
brought against her to change her 
vote except to say, “ Many of the 
people I’ve heard from have not been 
constituents.”

Educators would like to see 
override of Walker’s veto of Senate 
Bill 1493 which would modify the state 
school aid formula. Walker has pro­ 
posed a “ hold harmless” bill to guar­ 
antee no school district would get less 
money than last year. Walker’s bill 
was killed by a House committee last 
week. Both S B. 1493 and the hold 


harmless bill are estimated to cost $20 
million. 
• Restoring funds to the teacher re­ 
tirement system. Walker cut $11.2 
million from the appropriation for the 
Downstate Teacher Retirement Sys­ 
tem, meaning that for the first time in 
the history of the fund, more money 
will be paid out in pensions than will 
be put into the system. 


Observers generally believe that the 
categorical grant cuts have the best 
chance of being restored by the legis­ 
lature, while the teacher retirement 
cuts stand the smallest chance.

They can’t, and such an atti­ 
tude often prev ents a person from 
being treated properly , sometimes for 
serious life-threatening diseases. That 
is the biggest harm of all caused by 
the misinformation av ailable about 
v itamins. 
The hot flash is caused by Improper 
function of y our body thermostat. You 
hav e a center in the brain that con­ 
trols all y our body heat and cooling 
mechanisms. When it gets the signal 
that y our body needs to be cooled, it 
sets off reflex actions to open up all 
y our small capillaries in y our skin, 
this is the flush y ou see. You can also 
see the flush when a person gets too 
hot from any cause. Ihe hot blood is 
brought to the surface of the skin to 
be cooled and returns to cool y our 
body . At the same time reflex mecha­ 
nisms set off y our sweating mecha­ 
nism. The ev aporation of sweat in­ 
duces ev aporativ e cooling at the skin. 


When the body temperature falls to 
normal the small blood v essels close 
down, the flush disappears and the 
sweating Is stopped.

Will you explain what is happening 
to a woman’s body when she has a 
“hot flash” Is there anything that 
can be done to help prevent them be­ 
sides taking some kind of medicine, 
such as a vitamin or some special 
food? 


In middle-aged women the most 
common cause of hot flashes is de­ 
creased production of estrogen along 
with the menopause. When hot flashes 
are really part of the menopause re­ 
lated to low hormone levels, the one 
thing that will relieve them is giving 
the woman some replacement female 
hormone. It is one of the few symp­ 
toms of the menopause that responds

immediately and dramatically to hor­ 
mone replacement. Of course, if a hot 
flash is from some other cause or the 
woman has normal hormone levels, 
then giving more hormones will not 
help. 


Taking vitamins or special foods 
won’t help at all. There is a wide­ 
spread cult that erroneously believes 
all maladies can be cured by vita­ 
mins. They can’t, and such an atti­ 
tude often prevents a person from 
being treated properly, sometimes for 
serious life-threatening diseases. That 
is the biggest harm of all caused by 
the misinformation available about 
vitamins. 
The hot flash is caused by improper 
function of your body thermostat. You 
have a center in the brain that con­ 
trols all your body heat and cooling 
mechanisms. When it gets the signal 
that your body needs to be cooled, it 
sets off reflex actions to open up all 
your small capillaries in your skin, 
this is the flush you see. You can also 
see the flush when a person gets too 
hot from any cause. The hot blood is 
brought to the surface of the skin to 
be cooled and returns to cool your 
hody. At the same time reflex mecha­ 
nisms set off your sweating mecha­ 
nism. The evaporation of sweat in­ 
duces evaporative cooling at the skin. 


When the body temperature falls to 
normal the small blood vessels close 
down, the flush disappears and the 
sweating is stopped. If you get too 
cool the center will set off shivering. 
The mechanical action of shivering 
generates heat. 


YOUR BODY thermostat can be af­ 
fected by hot, spicy foods. You may 
know some people who will sweat 
when they eat such foods and that is 
the reason. The center is also near the 
master hormone gland for the body. 
Its functions are affected by the de­ 
creased function of the ovaries. In 
some way this causes the thermostat 
to function erratically during this 
phase of a woman’s life. Usually the 
phase doesn’t last too long, and even­ 
tually a woman’s system will readust. 


Whether you should have female 
hormones depends on many factors. 


There is a lot more to managing the 
menopause period than just taking 
hormones. A women needs to take 
special care to avoid obesity. Life­ 
styles and eating habits are more 
important here. A lot of women tend 
to lose muscle mass about this phase 
in life and that in turn means getting 
fat, even though you are still eating 
the same amount as always. Muscle 
mass and physical activity (including 
the type) are just as important as 
your diet in preventing obesity.

The Chicago Bears’ hopes for an 
upset of the Miami Dolphins, at 
Soldier Field Sunday, ended early 
in the first quarter. Trailing 3-0 
after a 39-yard field goal by the 
Dolphins’ Garo Yepremian, the 
Bears started moving the ball. 
And it was not the way the 
Bears usually move the football: 
picking up a yard here or there, 
running the draw play in obsoles­ 
cence and hoping for a penalty. 


No, the Bears moved the foot­ 
ball just like a serious N FL team 
is supposed to, with accurate 
passes coming from the arm of 
quarterback Gary Huff and run­ 
ning plays to Mike Adamle and 
Roland Harper. 


The passing game on the Bears’ 
part provided a welcome diver­

to Minnesota. 
Miami coach Don Shula was ex­ 
pecting it. 


“ They had played the Vikings 
very tough Monday on TV,” Shula 
said, “ and Buffalo had been able 
to move the ball against us by 
passing last week. 


“ We knew the Bears would be 
trying to open their offense up 
against us so we were expecting 
the pass. 
“ What we didn’t expect was 
them being as successful as they 
were.” 
Huff completed two passes to 


Bob Grim for 32 yards, one to Bob 
Parsons for ll yards and then got 
a sliding catch at the one yard 
line from Bo Rather for seven 
yards and a first and goal. 


It was here that the Bears’ up­ 
set dreams took the pipe. Harper, 
who had had a nice eight-yard run 
during 
the 
seven-play 
march, 
swept around left end for a one 
yard loss and Adamle went over 
right tackle for no gain. 


The 57,455 fans in the building 
started to groan, expecting the 
worst. And the worst materia­ 
lized. 
Huff threw incomplete to Rath­ 
er on third down and kicker Bob 
Thomas came off the bench to try 
for the tie from 20-yards. The Dol­ 


phins got several hands on the 
ball and the Bears’ 65-yard touch­ 
down drive, which had been rele­ 
gated to a field goal drive, was a 
nothing drive. 
“ That really hurt us,” said 
Bears’ boss Jack Pardee. “ There 
was still a lot of time left in the 
game but when we didn’t get any­ 
thing out of it I think it took away 
a lot of our confidence.” 
The Bears’ new wide-open of­ 
fense never put up the same 
consistent results the rest of the 
night, althugh they did manage 13 
points to the 46 points the Dol- 
hpins amassed in winning their 
sixth game in seven tries.

It was your basic ‘play* of the 
game.

The initial attempt was 
blocked, but Niles West was detected 
offsides. On the second attempt pla- 
cekicker Mike Izral never did get the 
kick away, as the play was smothered 
by Niles West. 


Nearly nine minutes remained in 
the third quarter, when Maine West 
kicked off. Plenty of time to win and, 
of course, to lose. Although neither 
team was to score again, the key fac­ 
tor in eventual outcome of the game 
was Maine West’s offense.
